Some Counties Think That the 


Law Should be 'Changed 


Somewhat. 


BOXES WILL BE NUMBERED 


Over 5,000 Pupils Enrolled in the 


Dilferent Schools of Rush 


County. 


^Ootmty Superintendent VV. O. Head- 
lee lias completed bin financial and 
statistical rcjKirt of 
hcIioo I affair» in 
tliis county, and it ban been sent to 
Fasset A. Cotton, State Superintend­ 
ent. 
Education cost» Kush county al­ 
most a hundred thousand dollars in 
the year 1905. 
These figures 
seem enormous, but 
TJ. S. government statistics show that 
a iierson with only a common school 
education can make ten times higher 
wages, and if this is true, the 5000 
pupils enrolled in this county w ill not 
have wasted their tim e in attending 
school, and the county has not by 
anv means wasted it money. 
The figures show that 5773 pupils 
were enrolled in the country schools 
during the last, school year. 
Carthage 
had 253 pupils anti R ushvilie 1246. 
The total enrollm ent was 5276, and 
the average daily attendance for the 
whole county was 3038. 
There were 30 commissioned high 
school graduates in the last school 
year, 
and 
224 
non-commissioned 
graduates. 
The total number of 'com ­ 
missioned high school students was 
235, 
and 160 of these were enrolled 
in the local schools. 
The average cost 
to the county for each commissioned 
high school student was gilt). 10. 
A total of 138 teachers were em ploy­ 
ed by the county last year, 
119 of 
these were grade teachers and 19 were 
high 
school 
teachers. 
It is 
not 
thoug ht at the present tim e that this 
num lsT w ill be increased for the next 
school year, as the enrollm ent in all 
the schools w ill not be large enough 
to demand more teachers. 
Over f474 
was paid each day during the last 
school year for the salaries of teachers 
and a total of $55,750.81 was paid for 
salaries during that period. 
A sum of 
$2201 27 was paid for institute fees 
during the last year. 
The trustees of 
the different townships of this county 
were paid $1098 for attending to odu 
rational matters. 
The school proj>crty of this county 
is worth $225,000. 
These figures con 
tain the cost of school houses, school 
apparatus, and all of the libraries. 
The sum of $8589 has been invested in 
school houses so far in the year 1905, 
and 929 library books have been pur­ 
chased, and added to the s » 38 already 
in use in the above 
named i>eriod. 
The report which was made by Super 
inteiident Head lee was very full in its 
account of Kush county school statis­ 
tics, and the general public is glad to 
learn of the w ork w hich lias been done 
ill edtioatinnal matters during the last 
school ¡year. 


Ono of 
the changes demanded by 
small counties in the fee and salary 
law is the salary and office hoars of 
the county surveyor. 
Under the pres­ 
ent law this official g ets only what he 
makes in actual surveying, and it is 
therefore to his advantage to be em- j 
ployed in the field as much as possible. ; 
He is allowred nothing at all for 
work done in the office, and it is 
therefore not g reatly to his interest to 
be there. 
Unless Ms field work re­ 
quires the em ployment of a deputy or 
draftsman his office is kept closed a 
part of the tim e he is away, and peo­ 
ple calling to transact buisness con­ 
cerning gravel roads or ditches are 
put to a great deal of trouble by hav­ 
ing to call later. 
In some counties 
it was formerly customary for the 
commissioners to allow the surveyor a 
fee oy $4 a day for one of tw o days’ 
office work each week, but these were 
illeg al and in most places have been 
abandoned. 
The convenience of the 
country jieople having business w ith 
the surveyor demand that he be in his 
office at least part of the tim e or have 
a deputy there and to make it to the 
surveyor’s interest 
to accommodate 
the public, a chang e in the foes is 
needed.

For public convenience and tofaciti- 
atu a m ire accurate handling of m ail 
by rural free delivery earriree it has 
been decided that each rural mail box 
in use on a rural route, which under 
the regulations of the department is 
entitled to service, shall be designed 
by numbers, and the delivery by rural 
mail carriers of ordinary m ail matter 
to all classes addressed to such boxes 
w ill be authorized so long as improper 
and unlaw ful business is not conduct­ 
ed thereby. 
Bozes w ill be assigned'nnmbers con­ 
secutively, beg inning w ith the first 
reg ulation box reached by the carrier 
after leaving^the starting point of his 
route, and the box owner w ill be re­ 
quested to place the same on the box. 
New boxes erected subsequent to the 
orig inal numbering w ill be assigned 
the next consecutive number not used 
on the route which box is erected. 
A circular letter of instructions to 
postmasters 
at

concerning the m atter w ill shortly be 
issued by the fourth assistant jiostinas- 
ter-general.

money has gone and if they w ill ever 
g et the benefit of it. 
The largest amount of money came 
from Decatur county and it is said on 
the most reliable authority that $26,- 
000 were subscribed and paid in be­ 
tween Greensbnrg and Clarksburg, a 
distance 
of 
tw elve m iles. 
Edward 
Fee, a w ell known man in that part of 
Decatur county helped w ith the work 
and it is the understanding that he 
subscribed $1000 to help pay expenses. 
In addition to the money paid over 
by tlx* citizens of this ami neighboring 
counties the 
people 
of 
H artsville 
raised, by popular subecription, funds 
to buy about thirty seven ami mu half 
at'res of ground southeast of that place 
which was deeded to the Columbus, 
Greensbnrg & 
Richmond 
Traction 
company fur a park site. 
The pur 
chase represented an outlay of about 
$2000 and the deed show ing the trails 
fer is filed in the office of the recorder 
of this county. 
There is a provision, 
however, in this deed which makes 
the land revert to the ¡» eople who 
bought it in case the road is never 
built.

THIRTY MILLION DOLLARS 


Worth of Property Added to the Tax 
Duplicate. 


Indianapolis, Aug. 26.—Secretary of 
State Dan Storms say that the recent 
session of the state board of tax com­ 
missioners resulted in nearly $30,000,- 
000 worth of property being added to 
the tax duplicate. 
He made the point, 
however, that all of this amount could 
not be put down as increase in taxa 
tion, as most of it was on entirely new 
property, which, by the way. shows 
bow the corporations are increasing 
their business in Indiana. 
He said 
that the Wabash, Monon, Pennsylva 
nia and Southern Indiana were the 
only roads the valuation of whose 
property was increased. The increase 
in interurbans was due almost entirely 
to extension of lines and Improve­ 
ments. 
The board was in session 
forty-five days and the members are 
pretty well tired out as the result of 
their labors. 


The result of the meeting to fix a 
uniform freight rate on coal for the

tion in favor of the manufacturing in­ 
terests, that $10.000,000 worth of fac­ 
tory property will he removed from 
the gas belt within the next year. The 
complaint for an adjustment on coal 
came from Elwood, where there are 
three rates. 
The railroads charge 8f> 
cents for hauling domestic coal to El 
wood, 75 cents for steam coal and 60 
cents for manufacturers’ coal 
It was 
not denied either by the manufactur 
ers or the representatives of the rail 
roads, that the manufacturers have 
been allowed a differential for a long 
time, but It was claimed by both sides 
that it is necessary in order that the 
industries 
may 
live. 
The 
railway 
commission 
law. 
however, 
provides 
specifically that there shall be no dls 
crimination in rates, so the commis­ 
sion has a hard problem to solve, an 
the manufacturers made it clear that 
they must have a lower rate than 75 
or 85 cents a ton. 
It was the under­ 
standing 
among the manufacturers 
that 
the 
commission 
contemplated 
raising the rate to 75 cents a ton.
